The per capita school tax was cut to 
$2 by the Narberth School Board at 
its March meeting last Friday night. 
At the same time the regular tax rate 
was raised from nineteen to twenty 
mills. 

The reduction in the per capita tax 
by the Board results from the many 
protests that have been made against 
it. Originally five dollars, it was cut 
last year to three and now to two. It 
is the Board's intention to eliminate it 
altogether as soon as sufficient revenue 
from other sources is assured. 

By unanimous action of the Board 
the principalship of the Narberth 
School was declared vacant effective 
July 1, 1930. Due to the removal of 
the five upper grades to Lower Mer- 
ion and the consequent reorganization 
of the Borough School on the basis of 
the seven elementary grades, the prin- 
cipal's salary was reduced from $4500 
to approximately $3000. The Board 
felt that it would be unfair to ask 
George H. Wilson, retiring principal, 
to continue with such a large cut in 
salary.

Mrs. Ingersoll announces that no 
sooner were the lists copied than there 
were many volunteer workers wanting 
to aid in addressing envelopes from 
the list, stamping and sealing them. 
The result is, that according to the 
latest report, there are now ready for 
mailing, appeals to every woman voter 
in the county from Moreland Town- 
ship to Pottstown, from Lower Merion 
to Upper Hanover, to become mem- 
bers of the Pennsylvania Division of 
the Women's Organization for Na- 
tional Prohibition Reform. 

This women's movement, Mrs. In- 
gersoll states, will take issue with the 
widely heralded thought that American 
women believe in prohibition. She al- 
leges that women desire temperance 
and prohibition has created intemper- 
ance.

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Tax Juggling 

While the action of the Narberth School Board in reducing the per 
capita tax and at the same time raising the regular millage rate may seem 
like transferring money from one pocket to another, its net result is the 
addition of something like $1400 to the school's income. 

Objections have been many to the per capita tax. Levied on all tax- 
paying citizens of the borough, whether or not they have children attend- 
ing the Narberth School, it was felt by many people to he excessive. The 
School Board started to meet this objection a year ago when it was cut 
from $5 to $3. This further reduction to $2 indicates the readiness of 
the Board to be guided by public opinion in a matter which affects all 
citizens. 

Meanwhile revenue must he raised to meet school expenses, a large 
item of which is the increasing tuition of Narberth students at the Lower 
Merion High Schools. Despite the slightly increased revenue derived 
from the twenty-mill rate, economies have been practised in the school 
budget for 1930-31. Evidence of this was the re-election of teachers at 
no increase in salary, and the reduction of the principal's salary based 
on a seven-grade elementary school. The failure to grant the customary 
increases to teachers must be considered more of a measure of expediency 
than an established policy. The men and women who direct the destinies 
of the Narberth School system are alive to the necessity of providing the 
best possible instruction for the children of the borough. It is their in- 
tention that the teaching force shall be the best available and that salaries 
shall, within the next few years, be commensurate with those in the best 
served school districts of the country. 

It is not too much to hope that the School Board will see its way 
clear in another year to remove the per capita tax altogether. This sum- 
mer the triennial assessment will be made and it is quite possible that an 
increase in property values since the last assessment will provide sufficient 
revenue for school expenses from the regular tax rate to enable the Board 
to eliminate the per capita tax. This, however, is only conjecture. 

Give a Job 

For the next nine weeks, beginning Friday, April 4, this news-maga- 
zine, in conjunction with the Livingston Publishing Co.'s other two 
community journals, will publish "Help Wanted" ads without cost to the 
advertiser.

Improvement of local conditions as a civic duty is the only motive 
prompting this service. It is self-evident that if more persons are earn- 
ing wages they will spend more money and thus improve conditions gen- 
erally. Lastly the best way in which to aid anyone is to give him a chance 
to help himself. Therefore, give a job if you have one available. 

So far as possible we wish to remove this community service from 
the class of a publicity stunt. No names of advertisers or of workers 
employed will be used unless they request it. No circulation gains are 
expected as a result from the service except probably a few temporary 
additional sales at the newsstands. We merely want to do our share in 
bringing about a return of prosperity for as many individuals as possible. 
The best way we can think of to do this, under existing conditions, is — 
Give a Job. 

Usually there is a lot to be done ; get the jobs in circulation.

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Ardtnore Man to Direct Roll Call of Catholic 

Near East Welfare Association Starting Soon 



Joseph F. Moore, of Ardmore, will 
direct the fourth annual roll call of the 
Catholic Near East Welfare Associa- 
tion, to be held throughout the United 
States during the first week of April. 

Mr. Moore, who is general secretary 
of the organization, has now success- 
fully managed three nationwide mem- 
bership appeals for the association, 
which has 1,000,000 American mem- 
bers. 

The forthcoming roll call will be 
conducted for the first time by direct 
appeal to its membership, inaugurat- 
ing a new policy on the part of the 
association. 

Mr. Moore, who visited the Balkans 
and other sections of the Near East 
last summer, found a steady improve- 
ment in living and housing conditions 
among refugee settlements and orphan- 
ages where the association is aiding or 
supporting institutions. A new medi- 
cal dispensary is in the course of con- 
struction in Palestine, he said, and ar- 
rangements for regular shipments of 
supplies have been made. In Bulgaria, 
Mr. Moore said, rehabilitation of fam- 
ilies victimized by the earthquake is 
progressing. It will be recalled that 
Mr. Moore was given the Command- 
er's Cross of the Bulgarian Order for 
Civil Merit by King Boris for serv- 
ices rendered by him on behalf of the 
association immediately following the 
disaster. 

There is still urgent need for perma- 
nent rehabilitation measures, Mr. 
Moora stated, particularly in those sec- 
tions of the Near East where vast col- 
onies of refugees have been herded to- 
gether. Lack of adequate clothing and 
shelter, and a meagre food supply, has 
made their plight serious. There are 
more than 35,000 Armenians concen- 
trated in one camp outside of Athens, 
said Mr. Moore, and they are still 
waiting to be housed. 

The main efforts of the association 
are now being directed toward welfare 
and education of children, Mr. Moore 
declared. Thousands of orphans in 
Greece and Asia Minor have been

gathered into institutions where they 
are being taught trades and vocations, 
and aided to become useful citizens. 

The liquidations of operations of 
other philanthropic societies in the 
Near East has thrown additional bur- 
dens on the Catholic Near East Wel- 
fare Association, said Mr. Moore. The 
association is now the sole agency of 
American Catholic charity carrying on 
the relief work in Near Eastern coun- 
tries.

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Valley Forge Road 
Gaining in Support 

Serrill's Proposed Scenic Park- 
way Being Considered by 
Regional Group. 



Definite form has been given a pro- 
posal for a scenic parKway along the 
west bank of the Schuylkill, connecting 
Fairmount Park and Valley Forge. 

The parkway has been conceived and 
mapped by William J. Serrill, president 
of the Community Health and Civic 
Association of Ardmore, lias been 
placed on the preliminary plan % of the 
Regional Planning Federation and is 
being considered for incorporation in 
the Tristale Regional Plan, to be com- 
pleted next year. 

Mr. Serrill gave officials of the fed- 
eration a map of the parkway's pro- 
posed route '' ,c t week after lie had 
walked the distance of approximately 
sixteen miles over the contemplated 
thoroughfares and acquainted himself 
with full details of the topography. 

In Mr. Serrill's opinion the park- 
way, when completed, would easily 
take rank with the most beautiful 
drives of America, rivaling even the 
scenic attractions of the drive along 
Wissahickon Creek. The route would 
be a winding and leisurely drive and 
not an express highway. 

"The proposed parkway, starling in 



line with Belmont Avenue," said Mr. 
Serrill, "would continue in a north- 
westerly direction, following the hill- 
tops along the Schuylkill Valley. For 
the most part the country which the 
route would traverse still is open, beau- 
tiful and untouched by suburban de- 
velopment. 

"In traversing such a parkway," he 
continued, "one would be afforded 
commanding views of the valley from 
the hilltops and be treated to the ex- 
perience of passing through many 
wooded valleys, which succeed each 
other along the way." 

In 1919 the Fairmount Park Art 
Association urged construction of a 
parkway along the Schuylkill from 
League Island to Valley Forge, "the 
significance of which as a memorial 
of some of the most precious lessons 
in American history would be rivaled 
only by the dignity and beauty, as well 
as the obvious utility, of the improve- 
ment itself." 

Mr. Serrill has been a leader in 
beautificalion plans for some time. He 
started the movement for a parkway 
along Cobbs Creek from Millbourne to 
its source in Haverford Township, and 
suggested the acquisition of 100 acres 
along Ciiilley Run, north of Xarbertli. 
for a park.

Anthracite Cut May 1; 

New Weight Schedule 

.Summer reduction on anthracite coal 
prices will not be put into effect this 
year until May 1. At a recent meeting 
of coal operators, this was decided 
upon to give operators and dealers a 
more balanced year, according to J. J. 
Skclton, 3d, of Cynwyd. 

"I believe it will also be an advan- 
tage to the consumer as his coal re- 
quirements will be intact at the begin- 
ning of the heating year," said Mr. 
Skclton. "In the past it was necessary 
to reduce the storage for heating re- 
quirements in April. 

"I believe that the 2000-pound ton 
will also go into effect May 1 to take 
the place of the 2240-pound ton. This 
is due to the invasion of other fuels 
such as coke and bituminous coal 
which sell at the 2000-pound ton 
weight. A proportional cut in prices 
will take place in addition to the usual 
.summer reduction. I feel this re- 
arrangement of methods and trade 
ethics will be of great advantage to 
consumers," Mr. Skclton asserted.

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Questionable Business Practices Checked by Housing 

Committee of Community Health and Civic Association 



Though it may seem that there 
is little need for housing work on 
the Main Line, such is not the case, 
as was pointed out by William J. 
Serrill in the annual report of the 
Community Health and Civic As- 
sociation. The vigilance of the 
Housing and Improvement Commit- 
tee of this organisation has brought 
to light some very questionable busi- 
ness practices of a firm operating 
among the colored people of the 
section, and has done much to cor- 
rect the situation. The following is 
drown from Mr. Serrill's report : 
"Our second principal activity is 
Housing and Improvement, carried on 
under an enthusiastic committee effi- 
ciently headed by Miss Helen Mac- 
Coy, chairman. This committee con- 
sists now of a merger of the old Hous- 
ing Committee with 'the old Village 
Improvement Committee. Housing 
supervision work is of course closely 
connected with the Visiting Nurse 
work. At first glance it would seem 
that in a seemingly well-to-do and or- 
derly suburban community such as the 
one wc are fortunate enough to be 
placed, there would be little need for 
philanthropic housing work. Such, 
however, unfortunately, is not the 
case, and our housing committee finds 
a large field of usefulness. The com- 
mittee's report describes several spe- 
cific cases handled during the past 
year, and these are so interestingly 
described that I take pleasure in quot- 
ing from the report as follows: 

"The work of our committee is var- 
ied. It stands very often as a sort of 
liaison officer, for in many cases the 
first work to be done in to connect 
up with the agencies concerned in one 
or more aspects. We have unsanitary 
house conditions necessitating the co- 
operation of the Board of Health and 
the landlord; wc see dangerous cross- 
ings and high hedges a corners, and 
we report it to the proper authorities; 
we see heaps of rubbish blocking a 
stairway exit back of a store, and we 
seek the fire department. 

"One of the most outstanding cases 
along this line of co-operation has 
been that of a man who was threat- 
ened with a sheriff's sale; he is a 
widower with eight children, making 
a good income and owning his house, 
but unable to get along. Our secre- 
tary has spent hours and hours on 
this case, and has had in joint assist- 
ance the Federation of Churches and 
their Social Worker, the holders of 
the first mortgage and their agents, 
the agent of the holders of the second 
mortgage, the former employer of the 
man, and many others. Beside the ul- 
timate result, which now seems very 
hopeful of putting him on a sound 
basis financially, of budgeting his in- 
come properly and having him pay off 
his debts in order of their importance, 
there has come also a recognition by 
the mortgagors of the service ren- 
dered. This may entail in the future 
the constant use of our committee in 
cases where a foreclosure, of a small 
property is imminent. 

"Our committee has worked along 
other lines, such as the display of the 
Good and Bad Housing screens both 
at the Exposition and in a show win- 
dow during the week of the Welfare 
Drive. 

"Furthermore, our secretary has 
roused interest in the civic conditions 
of this township by addressing the 
high school seniors. These young 
people are very eager and keen, and 
ask exceedingly intelligent questions. 
Twenty of them have been formed by 
their teacher into a Civic Club to do 
field work under our supervision, and 
we hope for a lasting interest in the 
community, especially as their teacher 
is a valued member of our committee. 

"Our secretary has obtained the sup- 
port also of the Junior Group at the 
Women's Club of Ardmore, who com- 
prise some thirty girls. They have a 
charitable fund, and have expressed 
their desire to assist us in any emer- 
gencies where purchases of such things 
as a bed or a stove may be needed. 

"The committee has recently been 
confronted with a peculiar situation. 
A firm (apparently composed of only 



two men) and with frequent changes 
in their appellation, has been doing 
business of a lflost questionable na- 
ture among the colored population. 
Their method is to suggest to the own- 
er of the house that he should put in 
a bathroom, or install a furnace, or 
put on a roof, or some such improve- 
ment. Any of these improvements, it 
is promised, may be paid for in very 
small installments. The total sum is 
hinted at but never exactly mentioned. 
The owner succumbs to the persuas- 
iveness of the agent and siens what he 
thinks is a simple agreement but which 
is really a judgment note. When the 
improvements have been concluded 
(and wc have found them of exceed- 
ingly poor workmanship), the agent 
suddenly appears, usually about mid- 
night, and demands a large portion of 
the total sum, displaying the judgment 
note, and insisting that the owner will 
lose his home if he does not come 
across with a substantial amount. The 
total is always exorbitant, far in ex- 
cess of what has been understood by 
the owner. In one case of a small 
addition it was $2300, when $1200 had 
been calculated on, and where the en- 
tire bouse was valued by the building 
and loan at $4000. Our secretary has 
saved the situation — though, of course, 
the money could not be reduced to any 
great amount — in the case of two 
householders, but the clever agent 
caused great hardship. He astutely 
counted on the fundamental human 
characteristic that no man, having 
been cheated, wishes to proclaim him- 
self to his communitv as a perfect 
fool. We warned our colored citizens 
by notifying the colored clergymen of 
the various churches. Our counsel has 
handled these cases and has been pres- 
ent at final settlements, and we have 
acted under his direction. Our thanks 
are due to him for generously contrib- 
uting his time. 

"There are a number of lines of 
work needing consideration of the 
committee in the future. They are in- 
teresting to us, but we can make prog- 
ress only by educating public opinion. 
Any condition can be rectified that is 
a menace as regards health or fire, but 
nothing positive in abolishing eye- 
sores can be accomplished except by 
persuasion. Under the cheery suppo- 
sition that all men are created free and 
equal lies the idea, apparently, that 
we arc all born with equally good 
taste, and the gentleman who cuts 
down all his trees and decorates his 
front lawn with a decaying automobile 
chassis, has just as much right of self- 
expression as the bird-bath-and-pink- 
geranium lady next door. 

"The menace of unnecessary noise is 
also looming before us with insistence. 
Medical societies and authoritative 
writers insist on ilie harm done to our 
nervous systems and to our power of 
sustained effort in having to endure 
the impressions of so much noise. 
What the solution may be is the prob- 
lem to be undertaken. 

"We earnestly invite your attention 
also to the fact that at present the 
maximum penalty for violation of the 
building code is $25. The owner of 
an apartment house may endanger the 
lives of many persons and families un- 
der his roof and have no greater pen- 
alty. In fact, faulty construction has 
admittedly caused one serious fire. 

"The preservation of trees and the 
planting of more is worthy of much 
consideration. We are grateful to a 
member of our committee for offering 
to bring this to the attention of Lower 
Merion Commissioners, and we ask 
your co-operation and aid throughout 
the community in the creation of pub- 
lic opinion toward this end."
